Indian Affairs. 


As soon a8 we shall have been anited 
with the Dominion, our local Govern- 
ment will cease to have sny control over 
Indian affairs, and the Federal Govern- 
ment will succeed the local, and bave 
the exclosive management of the ln- 
Gian reserves snd Indian tribes. Tithe:- 
to we-bave done bat little for the Indians 
It is trae that we have, with some ex— 

and without expending more 
than & thousand dollars a year, managed 
to live in peace with them dariug, the 
jast thirteen years. The Bute Inlet 
massacre cost the old colony of British 
Columbia about $80,000 to catch a hslf- 
dozen or so of cat-throats ; but it is 


admitted on all bands, by those who are 
competent to form a correct judgment, 
that that vast sum of money was simply 
squandered,—as a thousand dollars prop- 
erly expended would have been ample to 
have accomplished even a better result. 
We have also bad two or three Indian 
difficutties in the Golf of Georgia, and 
two or three more on the West Coast. 
Quite s number of settlers bave beev 
murdered by our Indien population. 
Bot we have bad no Indian difficulties 
such as have occurred in Washington 
Territory and Oregoo. Possibly, our 
immunity from Indian wers is as mach 
due to the isolation of the Indians, owing 
to geographical separation and dispersion, 
as to the just and humane policy with 
which they have been always treated. 
On Vancoaver and Qacen Charlotte 
Islands, and slong the coast of the Main- 
land; the Indians iovariably iohabit the 
shore; consequently, they are easily 
reached. Were there a prairie interior 
to those islands, and were it possible to 
scale the mountain wall that forms the 
Maioland coast, and were they provided 
with horses like the interior Indians in 
the southern portion of the colony ard in 
the neighboring States, it is very prob- 
able that there would have been many 
more Indian difficulties than have oc- 
carred. Our coast Indians, however, 
being unaccustomed to live elsewhere 
then on the sea-shore, and unable to 
move from plece to place except in 
esnces, are consequently more. easily 
overawed, and_much more certainly 
brought to justice for any offenses com- 
mifted by them, than the warrior borse- 
man of the Pla.os. Altogether, we have 
robably not more than from 12,000 to 
15,000 Indians at the utmost, on our en- 
tire coast. Some estimates in former 
times placed their numbers higher. But 
there was an error in enumerating the 
ladians from the southern part of Alaska 
with our own, In the ioterior of the 
Maiulead, there are probably 7,000,—at 
the utmost not more than 10,000,—widely 
dispersed throughout the country,—the 
largest namber being found oa Fraser river. 
A censas would probably reveal the fact 
thet oor. entire Indian population does 
rot exceed 25,000 nor fall below 18,900. 
New, whether we consider them at the 
meximum or misimom namber, they con- 
stitute an important element in our popa- 
lation. Industrially they are worth to 
the country, at the price at which they 
sell oil and fars, possibly $250,000—ten. 
dollars a bead per annem. The number 
employed as domestic servants or as com~- 
mon laborers througboat the colony would 
not exceed probably three huodred,— 
worth sey $50,000 per annum. Com- 
mercially , thea, the annual value of the 
Indian population is about $300,000. 
Now, this is not s large sam ia compari- 
eon with their numbers; bat it is too im- 
portent an item in our indusiry to be 
overlooked. It is evident, however, to 
the most casnal observer, that the In- 
dian popalation is gradoally diminishing, 
—aaetlp thedagts drankenness and vice. 


Public opinion has not bitherto warrant— contin 
ed the local Government in imposing ad-| bs nsesines 


ditional taxes to improve the moral and 
pliysical condition of the Indian. The 
“eountry has been too poor to bear it. 
Confederation, then, will not come a whit 
too soon to benefit the Indians. By the 
Act of Union, all our Indian reserves 
will be transferred to Canads. Tbe next 
act of the Dominion ought to ‘be the ap- 
pointment of Indian Commissioners and 
Agents, whose daty it ought to be to 
gatber the Indians apon reserves, and in- 
struct them in agriculture or iu some art 
whereby the young, ot least, might be 
taught to give up their savage life, whilst 
all classes of the Indian population might 
be from vice and intemperance, 
‘We know of no way in whieh the ladi- 
ans can be preserved, except by gathering 
them upon reserves ander the control of 
Indian Agents,—nor no other means by 
whieh they can be protected against the 
whisky-fiends who supply them with 
} At present they are scat- 
tered far and wide slong the shores, and 
on the banks of our rivers and lakes. 
‘rey are mixed up with our settlements; 
and are always caasing little difficulties 
that settlers are lled to submit to 
for fear of having their stock or crop 
injared. The gathering of them, then, 
spon reservations is as much required w 
— the settlement of the country as 
ie for the advantage of the Indians. 
’ ‘Whether their labor would in that case 
be worth as moch to the country as at 
pressatis aqnestion. Yet we see but 
comperatively little difficulty in so locat- 
ing the reserves that their indast.y might 
be thoroughly utilized eitber as fisher- 
men or hunters, and even as farmers,— 
toa far greater extent than at present.

Our Bnglish Letter. 


Keswick, Ccumitavand, May 5, 1871. 


T do not suppose that a description of the 
beautiful scevery in, this neighborhood 
would, ‘even if | could give it, interest your 
readers, all of whom, 1a thé course of their 
travels, have witnessed nature in every 
variety of aepect. British Columbiens are a 
travelled people ; but perliaps the voice of 
one of them now here may be listeued to, it 
only for the novelty of the thing, This little 


town is the headquarters for bealth and. 


pleasure-seekers in the lake district made 
famous by the poets whom Byron affected to 
contema. In the graveyard of the Parish 
Church of St. Kentigern are interred the re: 
maius of Southey, and a recumbent effigy, 
cut ia white marble, has, since my previous 
visit twenty years ago, been erected to the 
memory of the Poet. in the chancel of. the 
church is a monument of the Batcliffe (Earl 
of Derwentwater) faniily, dated 1527. Iu the 
papers ot last week we were informed that 
Amelia Ra'cliffe, who cluimg the estates and 
title of the Countess of ‘Derwentwater, was 
visited by sheriff's officers-and bad ber car- 
riage taken from her to satisfy a bankraptuy 
order. In the Newcastle Chromicle uf last 


Saturday, her ladyship publishes a card stat- 


ing that she Geciines the many offers of 
pecapiary support kindly made to enabje ber 
to prosecute berclaims to the estates. She 
trusts to the gratsousness of Her Majesty and 
the justice of the House of Lords. Shbak- 
speare says ‘the evil that men do lives after 
them’’; but we buve an opposite illustration 
m the affection with which tbe inhabitants 
here regard the memory of, the unfortunate 
Eurl of Verwentwater, who waa bebeaded for 
rebellion in 1715, and whose estates were 
forfeited tu the Crown, and ves‘ed in trustees 
for the support of the Greenwich Hospital, 
Hence the difficulty of restoring them to the 
present claimant, even should she prove her 
lineal right to them. .

Not being a millionaire, 
I betook myself to a modest-looking struc- 
ture for accommodation, bat I afterwards 
found that | might as weil have gone to the 
new palatial hotel at the railway station, for 
there seems to be « tacit understanding 
pbout prices or else the landlord of every 
house thinks ‘‘yane place as good as t’other.””

but I muat confess that I and my companion 
are not sensitive on that point, because we 
found that we had company. Two- Irish di- 
vines, notwithstanding their professiunal ad- 
vantages, could not see their way clear, took 
the wrong road, and, like lost sheep, went 
astray. Starting from Wastwater (a small

Lord Lisgar is making preparations for his 
early daparture for England. 

It is said that Mr. Alfred Waddington has 
been empowered by the Government tolay the 
Pacific Railway project before British capital- 
ists, and that he will shortly leave for Eng- 
land with that view. 

This month the Post Office authorities will 
issue postal cards, similar to those recently 
adopted in England. 

A Winnipeg dispatch states that the Legis- 
lature had adopted a liberal Homestead Bill. 
The arrival of a number of Ontario emigrants 
is reported. They ure said to have been 
highly pleased with the country. The 
steamer Selkirk had arrived from ort 
Abercrombie, so that navigation has fairly 
opened. 

The preliminaries of the forthcoming boat 
race between the Kenforth and Paris crews, 
have heen definitely arranged.
